Für diefe hat der unennüdete ?lei(sHam^ 
berger*! und feines Nachfolgers Meufel^s fo vortreflich 
geforgt^ dafs wir es diefen allein zu danken haben, 
dafs mehrere Gelehrte die Schriftfi^ller einzehicr Pro- 
vinzen DeutfchlandV herausflellten und auf diefe Art 
ein großes Hülfsmifttl zur Bearbeitung der Gelehrten- 
Gefchichte einätelner deütfcher Provinzen darreichten. 
Zu derJPf'ance litteraire ift feit 1^84 keine Fortfezung

Bände? Von Spanien hat uns ^uan Semperey Guari-

It is a well known fact among the lovers of 

bibliographical knowledge« that many an emi- 

nent litterator, after having fpent his life. in the 

tedious occupation of collefling the titles of 

books, has left his fuccefTors in that branch of 

fcience to labient the unfinished flate of his |a- 

bours. And, when it is confidered, that the 

annual harvefl of new publications in Geraiaajr 

alone, upon an average amounts to near three 

thousand works, w^ shall not furely overrate 

the litterary produce of all Europe, by fbdng i^ 

at ten thousand volumes in the course of every 

year. Agreably to this computation , ai fingle 

cen« 
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Century bids fair to be produdive of a siillion öf 
})o6ks and Leibnitz ieems^ not to have conjef^iip 
red amiis, when he facetiously maintained the 
increase of litterature to be fuch, that future ge«* 
,lierjadons would find whole eitles insufficientto 
contaip their libraries. It was undoubtedly from 
the fame comprehenfive view of tbis great ob« 
ject ^ that one of the firfl philosophick charaäeis 
ia England (thepresent illuJflrious President of 
the Royal Society) has been heard to urge the 
»eceffity of rejefting hence forward the idea of 
^ßimeral coIle6):iQns of book in the capital and re- 
commending in its place, as the proper objecjt 
of private coUeSqrs , to confine their libraries to 
one individual branch of human knowledge» by 
\vhich means ü great number of particular cql* 
Jeäions, each compleat in its kind, would quick- 
ly be brought forward and the purposes of in- 
ürußion be more eafily attained^ than whilft the 
Tage of iadlscriminate colleftion fubsifted and 
the number of competitors for the fame book pre- 
dnded the poifibility of completion. 
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Tbc fame difficulty , which attends die -me- 
thodical arrangement tnd compleat enumeration 
of all the boöks now extant in print , will lüce- 
wise apply to that part of litterature, by which 
*ve äre taught to confider the authors theteset 
ves exertidg their talents, under variouspoiilts | 
öf view,» either, as ^hey happened tcy be con-

temppraries, oraccording to the different ages 
amd countries in which they flourished , er with 
a view to the*diftinft branches of knowledge, 
which they cultivated and the proportion^ in 
which they contributed to the common ftocK of 
itoprovement To the works , which ha ve ap- 
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peared upon this fubjeft, inconfiderable as their 
number and defeflive as their contents may have 
been, we are indebted for fome general ideas 
concernihg the comparative quantity of litterary 
exertion^ which different nations have shewo 
within certain periods of time, the fciences 
•^hich they have cultivated in preference . to 
others and the diiferences and fingularities of na 
tional tafte. 
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Germäny has hitherto been moft fuocefllTtttl 
in the laborious endeavours to illuftrate the hi- 
ftory of its own litterati. The indefatigable ap- 
plication of Hamberger and of his füccefibr Metutt 
has furnished a catalogue of the autliors now li- 
ving in that coüntfy, in which their names.and 
works are collefted with furprizing accuracy. 
Their example has cncouraged a number of afli- 
düous bibh'ographei*s to illuftrate the litterary 
hiftory of their feveral provinces/ In other couh-' 
tries this useful and neceflary branch of compila- 
tion has been to much negletted. La France lli^ 
teraire^ that ineagre and defeftive Performance; 
has not been cöntinued since the Year 17841 
-The lift of Spanish authors during the reign öf 
Carlos III., by ^an Smperey Guarinos^ only 
cxtends to writers of ferne eminence, whilft Italy 
and all the Northern countries have not so much 
HS attempted any thing of the kind. 

Jyscoiigh's index to the feventy volumes of 
the Monthly Review, though a work of great 
merit, was not however calculated to fupply this 

* 4 de- 
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4eficiency with regard to English litterature, as 
its plan excluded all the books which had not 
been reviewed in thpse volumes. As to the cata« 
logue of five hundred celebrated authors of Grcat« 
Britain nowliving, (London 1788- 8^^) itdoes 
Jiot require great penetration to observe that 
those names only have been feleded from the 
bulk of Engiish writefs, on whom the ano/iy- 
aious critick has thought proper to pafs either 
censure or cbmmendation. When these circum« 
ftances are unpartially weighed , the propriety of 
the present publipation may perhaps be the tnof« 
easily admitted. indeed the prevailing tafte &r 
English books^ in Germany feemed more partit 
cularly to demand an enuroeration, which has 
not hltherto been attempted In England. 

V The author has confined himself intirely to 
the moft recent litterary produftioos of Great- 
Britain , Ireland and the United flates of Am^ 
Tica. A penod of twenty years, from 1770 to 
1790 feemed to him to be moft adequate to th« 
term of modern littemture.

\ care to notice the german translation, where it 
was known to *cxift. . Translations into other lan- 
guages as well as bbgraphical notes conceming 
the authors themselves, would have fwelIe<U 
whatwds intended for a compendious efTay, to 
the extent of feveral volumes* For the fame rea- 
soDr though the names of authors decease4 
within these laft twenty years have been ioser-- 
ted, yet it has not been thonght proper to re» 
couot their publications, In this part of his Per- 
formance however, the author has met with 
the greateft difficulty and thinks it very probable, 
from the imperfeäion of the intelligence wliich 
he has been able to procure, that he may have 
placed feveral persons among the hving, who 
have already paid the debt of nature. English 
books, written by foreigners, will naturally find 
a place in the litterary catalogues of these na- 
tions« to whom they respeftively belong, and 
are of course omitted here; but anonymous 
works have generally been refeired to their pro- 
per 


per authors and iuaerted in thö present colledion 
^ith an afterisk (*) prefixed to them. 

In an undertaking of this ardupus nature, it 
is next to iropoflible, to avoid miftakes and 
ömiffions, These can only be correfted or fup. 
plied by the candid Communications of the rea- 
der and will be received with grateful acknow- 
ledgmentby the author, who takes this oppor- 
tunity of returning his fincere thanks to feveral 
friends, from whom he has experienced the moft 
valuable afliftance. The author's Situation ba- 
ving furnished him with all the printed fubOdies 
relative to his undertaking, it will perhaps apo- 
Idgize for the feeming presumption of a foreigner 
in venturing to furnish his own countrymen with 
a lift of British authors. 

But the writer of this preface fears to ha- 
ve trespaffed upon the indulgence of his rea- 
ders ^ having loft the habit of writing in a 
language which was once familiär to him, he
